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THE long-awaited 
upgrade of the All 
could be delayed 
because of concerns 
over the effect of the 
scheme on a ground¬ 
nesting bird. 

The scheme to improve the 
All between Barton Mills to 
Elveden to dual carriageway 
standard was given the go- 
ahead earlier this year. 

But the Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds (RSPB) says 
the road and its construction 
would pose a major threat to 
stone curlews. 

It has lodged an objection to 
the scheme and if its concerns 
are not met by the Highways 
Agency, it would force a public 
inquiry. 

Ciaran Nelson, an RSPB 
spokesman, said: “Breckland is 
home to two-thirds of the UK’s 
stone curlews and the RSPB is

to mitigate disturbance to these 
sensitive birds. 

“The proposed works on the 
All is a real opportunity to 
deliver the improvements to this 
road that has been a long-held 
ambition for the region while, at 
the same time, ensuring the 
special wildlife of Breckland is 
not harmed. 

“The RSPB is working closely 
with the Highways Agency and its 
consultants to ensure this does 
not come at the expense of the 
nationally important, ground¬ 
nesting stone curlews 
population. 

“Although we are concerned 
about what is happening, we 
don’t want to see this project 
delayed longer than it has to be - 
but we have one million 
members that expect us to stand 
up for wildlife.” 

The RSPB says there are 
around 350 pairs of stone curlews 
in the country with two-thirds of 
these in Breckland. 

The £130 million project will 
replace nine miles of single 
carriageway between Barton 
Mills and Thetford and will 
bypass the accident blackspot at 
the Elveden crossroads.

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A MAN arrested on 
suspicion of caus¬ 
ing death by dan¬ 
gerous driving after 
a fatal collision on 
the A14 has been 
released on bail. 

A 50-year-old man died 
following the crash on the 
eastbound carriageway at 
Stow-cum-Quy on Mon¬ 
day 

Police arrested a 63- 
year-old man on sus¬ 
picion of causing death 
by dangerous driving. 

A GP battled in vain to 
resuscitate the injured 
man, but he died at the 
scene following what was 
described as a traumatic 
coronary event. 

The East Anglian Air 
Ambulance and land 
ambulance paramedics 
also attended the crash, 
which was reported to 
police just before 1.30pm. 

A lorry and a van were 


in collision on the 
eastbound carriageway of 
the road near the junction 
of the All. The man who 
died is thought to have 
been a lorry driver whose 
vehicle had broken down. 

A recovery van from 
Cambridge firm Marshall 
was assisting the broken 
down lorry when a third 
vehicle, also a lorry, 
collided. 

The driver of the 
Marshall van, who saw the 
crash, is said to be deeply 
distressed. 


A Marshall spokesman 
said the company was 
“deeply saddened” by the 
death of the lorry driver, 
adding: “Clearly our driver 
has been very badly 
shocked by the incident 
and we are giving him 
support to try to make 
sure he comes through the 
shock and trauma.” 

The crash closed the 
eastbound carriageway, 
causing traffic chaos. 

A spokeswoman for the 
East of England Ambu¬ 
lance Service said: “We 


were called at 1.39pm and 
the air ambulance was 
launched, as well as land 
ambulance and a rapid 
response vehicle. 

“A local GP was also 
called to the scene. He 
gave the casualty CPR 
(cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation) but the 50- 
year-old man was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene.” 

A medic from Magpas 
also attended the scene. 

The dead man’s next of 
kin were being traced by 
police and his identity was 
not expected to be 
released until tomorrow. 

The 63-year-old man, 
from Sheffield, who was 
arrested on suspicion of 
causing death by 
dangerous driving, was 
bailed to return to 
Parkside police station in 
September.

“If they cannot be resolved 
then it will be necessary to hold a 
public inquiry this autumn 
during which the details of all 
remaining objections will be 
discussed.

2010, as announced in November 
2008, can still be achieved 
subject to satisfactory com¬ 
pletion of the relevant statutory 
procedures - including a public 
inquiry.

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RESIDENTS say 
their “lovely place 
to live” will be 
ruined if their 
landlord bulldozes 
garages to make 
way for new 
housing. 

Kings’ Forest Hous¬ 
ing has served notice 
on tenants in Guineas 
Close, Newmarket to 
“clear the site” at the 
eight garages - and 
they must be out by 
Sunday. 

It is offering tenants 
alternative garages on a 
first come, first served 
basis at Elizabeth 
Avenue, Laureate Gar¬ 
dens, Depot Road and 
the gasworks sites. It 
said others have been 
offered designated on¬ 
street parking. 

But residents say 
parking is already a 
problem and removing 
the garages will lead to 
cars parking on neat 
grass verges and 
“churning” them up. 

Sandra Rippington 
said: “The traffic is 


already a nightmare in 
the mornings. One 
morning we counted 
40 cars between 7am 
and 7.15am. 

“Guineas Close is a 
lovely place to live. 
Some residents have 
been here 34 years, like 
me, and we are all 
dumbfounded. For 
senior citizens living 
here, it will really upset 
their lives. We have 
been offered garages at 
the gasworks but 
nobody wants to walk 


down there at night to 
park their car. People 
will have to park on the 
grass verges and churn 
it up and the estate will 
look at mess. 

“They are not giving 
any consideration to 
the residents. We are all 
against this idea.” 

Moira Rehling said 
removing the garages 
would make it more 
difficult to find a 
parking space. 

She said: “We have 
parking problems

already. If the garages 
go it will make the 
problem worse.” 

And Mrs Rippington 
questioned why the 
garages have to be 
vacated before a final 
decision on planning 
permission has been 
made. 

Kings’ Forest Hous¬ 
ing has submitted a 
planning application to 
Forest Heath District 
Council for a bungalow 
for a wheelchair user 
once the garages are 


demolished. 

Ward councillor 
Warwick Hurst said: 
"There are serious 
residents’ concerns to 
be addressed." 

The matter was due 
to be considered on 
Wednesday, luly 29, but 
has been deferred for 
further information 
from highways 

authorities. 

Richard Radcliffe, 
managing director of 
Kings’ Forest Housing, 
said: “Understandably 
people will have 
concerns over the 
removal of the garages 
and the impact on 
parking locally. 

“That is why we 
consulted with local 
residents to help us 
strike the balance for 
the need for housing 
for local people and 
retaining the amenity 
of the local area in the 
proposals we made. 

“These proposals 
include designated 
parking within the 
development and 
offering alternative 
garages on the sites 
closest to Guineas 
Close for those people 
involved.”

Ahmed had denied the 
offence and said he had been 
at a mosque when the 
offences were committed, but 
later admitted it after an ID 
parade. 

Unemployed Ahmed, of 
Harwood Terrace, said: “I was 
just being silly, I apologise.” 


Assault son reacted 
‘like a raging bull’ 


A MAN who reacted like ‘a 
raging bull’ and attacked his 
step-father who would not 
give him money to buy drugs 
has been given an extended 
suspended prison sentence. 

Darren Pountney, 21, of 
Beck Row, admitted assault¬ 
ing Stuart Bailey when he 
appeared at Bury St Edmunds 
magistrates court and was 
also in breach of a previously 
imposed suspended prison 
sentence. 

District Judge Samantha 
Leigh imposed a four-week 
prison sentence suspended 
for one year, combined with a 
supervision order. 

She warned Pountney that 
he would go to prison unless 
he sorted himself out. She 
said: “There are people who 
are going to help you, but you 
cannot expect them to do it 
all, you have got to do some of 
it yourself. 

“You cannot keep going to 
them and then losing your rag 


if they won’t give you money.” 

Rosalind Clarke, prose¬ 
cuting, said Mr Bailey had 
been at home in Mildenhall 
when Pountney came in 
demanding his food. 

He smashed a glass on the 
floor, threw a plant pot at Mr 
Bailey and then hit him with a 
broom and his fists. 

Mr Bailey and his wife said 
they endured ‘a living hell’ 
with her son and were 
walking on eggshells when he 
asked them for money and 
reacted like a raging bull 
when he did not get it. 

Nicholas Wray, for 
Pountney, said his client had 
been diagnosed with ADHA 
when he was 14 and 
registered with special 
educational needs, and had 
since been prescribed anti¬ 
psychotic drugs. This made 
him more vulnerable if he 
took alcohol or cannabis and 
he now planned to live in 
Cambridge with his father.

Sharp rise 
In burglary 


CHIEF Constable 
Julie Spence says her 
force is meeting the 
challenge of a rise in 
acquisitive crime 
head on. 

She spoke out as new 
statistics released as part of 
the annual British Crime 
Survey show sharp rises in 
both burglary and robbery 
in Cambridgeshire. 

It revealed that burglary 
in Cambridge had soared 
by a huge 42 per cent from 
757 in 2007/2008 to 1,077 
in 2008/2009. 

Burglary in the county 
rose by 20 per cent in the 
same period to 4,205 
recorded offences, while 
the countywide robbery 
figure also rose to a total of 
830 offences. 

Sexual offences in the 
county were down 2 per 
cent to 740, offences of 
violence against a person 
dropped 4 per cent to 
9,916 and motor vehicle 
thefts fell by 11 per cent 
across the county to 1,863. 

But Mrs Spence was 
upbeat about her force’s 
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performance. 

She said: “The quarterly 
crime figures are an 
important indication as to 
how the force is perform¬ 
ing. However, they should 
not be looked at in 
isolation. 

“It is encouraging to see 
that year-on-year crime is 
down by two per cent, 311 
fewer victims, and 
compared to the previous 
quarter (October- 

December 2008) is down 
5.4 per cent, 873 fewer 
victims. 

“Figures for serious 
acquisitive crime such as 
burglary and robbery 
reached their lowest 
recorded level in 
Cambridgeshire just 18 
months ago, and whilst 
any increase is unwelcome 
and we are never 
complacent, the numbers 
remain modest in terms of 
volume. 

“Any upward movement 
- rightly - prompts 
immediate action, and the 


force is now implementing 
specific operations which 
are already showing 
positive results. 

“With an 8.2 per cent 
reduction in serious 
acquisitive crime since the 
last quarter (October- 
December 2008), that’s 281 
fewer victims. 

“Cambridgeshire overall 
remains one of the UK’s 
safest places to live, work 
and visit. 

“The constabulary has 
proved to be one of the 
country’s most productive 
and attentive police forces, 
despite having a lower 
ratio of police officers per 
head of population and the 
Cambridgeshire 
population is growing. 

“The complexity of 
policing both rural and 
rapidly growing urban 
communities - on more 
limited resources than 
elsewhere - does present 
an additional challenge, 
but the force has been 
active in drawing attention 
to this on behalf of the 
people it serves, and 
continues to do so.’’

Industry should 
pay to help dogs 

Sir, It is a sad fact of life that many 
greyhounds applauded on the track 
meet an untimely end when their 
racing days are over. 

The RSPCA believes that at the end of 
their racing careers, all greyhounds - 
which generally make excellent pets - 
should have the opportunity of 
retirement to a home that will give 
them a good quality of life for the 
remainder of their natural life span. 
The society thinks this should be 
financed and managed by the 
greyhound racing industry rather 
than depending on charity. 

In fact, all aspects of welfare within 
the greyhound industry, from 
breeding and transportation to 
handling, racing and retirement, and 
final euthanasia, need to be 
comprehensively improved. 

A report by the Associate 
Parliamentary Group for Animal 
Welfare (APGAW) in 2007 found that 
a minimum of 13,500 greyhounds, 
bred for racing, are considered 
“surplus” to the industry in England 
and Wales each year. 

And nearly 5,000 greyhounds in 
England are unaccounted for each 
year - these are presumed to be killed 
by the age of three or four - when 
their racing days are over. The 
average life span of a healthy 
greyhound is around 14 years. 

Defra plans to introduce secondary 
legislation on greyhound racing. 

The RSPCA, along with other welfare 
groups, is asking the public to help in 
supporting calls for independent 
regulation.

The RSPCA is calling for the 
government in England to apply 
external regulation to the greyhound 
industry as a matter of urgency.

Cranes fly 
back to Fens 

CRANES are nesting in 
the Fens for the first 
time in 400 years, 
wildlife experts believe. 
The Royal Society for 
the Protection of Birds 
(RSPB) says young 
cranes have been seen 
at its Lakenheath Fen 
reserve. 

Officials said the 
development followed 
the launching of a 
project aimed at re¬ 
establishing cranes, 
which stand at around 
3ft tall, in Britain. 

An RSPB spokesman 
said: “Cranes vanished 
because wetlands, like 
the Fens, were drained, 
their habitats destroyed 
and because they were 
so intensively hunted.” 


Plea for patients to return 
vital hospital equipment 


HOSPITAL bosses hope 
crutches, sticks and 
nebulisers worth thou¬ 
sands of pounds will be 
returned in a month-long 
amnesty. 

The West Suffolk 
Hospital NHS Trust is 
appealing to past patients 
to bring back equipment 
to be used to help other 
patients at the hospital in 
Bury St Edmunds. 

An estimated 120 
nebulisers costing £60 
each have not been 
returned. Bob Duncan, the 
trust’s medical equipment 
co-ordinator, said other 
more expensive equip¬ 


ment does not always 
come back. 

The trust spends more 
than £15,000 a year on 
new crutches for patients 
who are supplied with 
them from the A&E and 
physiotherapy depart¬ 
ments - but fewer than 
half of these are returned. 
The amnesty begins on 
Monday. 

Gylda Nunn, the trust’s 
therapies manager, said: 
“People sometimes forget 
to return equipment when 
they no longer need it, 
which is exactly why we 
are holding this amnesty. 

“We want to encourage 


anyone who has borrowed 
crutches, walking sticks, 
nebulisers, or any other 
equipment from the 
hospital in the past to 
drop it off with us during 
the coming month. 

“Not only will returning 
these items mean we have 
sufficient stocks for future 
patients, but it will also 
mean we don’t have to 
spend resources replacing 
items which may well be 
sitting unused in people’s 
homes. 

Items can be returned to 
the A&E reception or the 
physiotherapy department 
reception.

Cannabis 
grower said 
it was an 
experiment 

A MAN who set up a 
hydroponics centre to 
cultivate 80 cannabis 
plants at a house in 
Mildenhall claimed it was 
just an unsuccessful 
experiment to grow the 
drug for his own use. 

David Moss, 42, 
admitted a charge of 
producing a Class B drug 
when he appeared at 
Bury St Edmunds 
magistrates court. 

District Judge Sam¬ 
antha Leigh told Moss 
she did not believe that 
he would have put in the 
amount of work needed 
to create the soph¬ 
isticated centre just for 
his own use. 

She ordered him to do 
12 hours of unpaid work 
and pay £60 costs. 

She also ordered the 
destruction of the 
hydroponics equipment. 

Rosalind Clarke, 
prosecuting, said police 
found a full hydroponics 
system working in the 
upstairs bedroom of the 
house at Peterhouse 
Close, Mildenhall, in 
June, with most of the 80 
plants wilted and 
unuseable. 

When arrested, Moss 
had at first said it was his 
partner’s house and he 
knew nothing about the 
drugs, but later made a 
full admission. 

Lyndon Davis, for 
Moss, said his client was 
an unemployed plumber 
who had carried out an 
experiment to grow the 
drug which was a 
complete failure. 

Moss, of The Rundels, 
Benfleet, Essex, had 
smoked cannabis himself 
and only grew the drug 
for himself as an 
experiment because he 
was bored, the court was 
told. 


Crews ‘need stab vests as standard’ 


Knife fears: ambulance crews should 
have stab vests, says their union. 


THE region’s ambulance 
service is being urged to give 
stab vests to all frontline 
staff following a rise in 
threats and assaults against 
them. 

The East of England 
Ambulance Service (EEAS) 
currently issues stab vests 
only to Essex staff for “cross- 
border responses” into 
London. 

But trade union Unison 
wants the vests issued across 
the East, giving protection 
for crews in counties such as 
Cambridgeshire. 

EEAS figures show the 
number of threatened or 
actual incidents of violence 
against staff rose from 77 in 
2006/07 to J07 in 2008/09. 

Unison has served the 
EEAS with an ‘improvement 
notice’, calling in the Health 


and Safety Executive to 
assess whether the vests are 
needed. 

Kevin Risley, secretary of 
Unison’s EEAS branch, said: 
“The level of violence 
towards our crews is on the 
increase. Everybody’s 
priority should be preven¬ 
tion rather than cure.” 

The EEAS has a key ambu¬ 
lance station in Cambridge 
atAddenbrooke’s. 

EEAS figures show 
threatened or actual 
incidents involving a knife 
rose from two in 2006/07 to 
five in 2008/09. 

But Mr Risley highlighted 
the higher figure of general 
assaults and said more of 
these could involve knives in 
future years. 

The trust’s health and 
safety committee “has 


assessed the risks of 
incidents involving knives at 
medium to low”, according 
to papers for a recent board 
meeting. 

The trust is looking at 
three options - issuing stab 
vests to all frontline staff, 
withdrawing them from 
Essex or using the Essex 
vests until they pass the 
replacement date with no 
more issued. 

A trust spokeswoman said 
no decision had been taken. 

The London Ambulance 
Service is the only one of the 
UK’s 14 ambulance trusts to 
provide stab vests 
universally, according to 
papers for a recent EEAS 
board meeting. 

Three other trusts, 
including the EEAS, provide 
them in particular areas.

Scientists join research 
team on tropical infection 

SCIENTISTS in Cambridgeshire have been 
working on a genetic breakthrough to help 
fight bilharzia. 

Two international teams, including 
researchers from the Wellcome Trust Sanger 
Institute at Hinxton, have been working on 
bilharzia, a tropical infection which affects 
more than 200 million people worldwide. 

It is caused by the larvae of the Schistosoma 
flatworm which are released into lakes, 
rivers, canals and pools by freshwater snails. 
The larvae penetrate the skin and mature into 
adults which feed on blood, invading the liver 
and major blood vessels. In its later stages 
bilharzia can cause life-threatening damage 
to the urinary system or liver, bladder 
tumours and bowel cancer. 

The teams have worked out the genetic 
chemical sequences of two of the five 
harmful species of the parasite and identified 
potential new drug targets for eradication. 

The research is published in the journal 
Nature. 


Young drivers invited to test skills 


YOUNG people from 
across West Suffolk are 
being invited to an open 
day to test their driving 
skills and educate them 
about road hazards. 

Police have organised 
the Drive and Survive 
event along with the fire 
service, the Royal Society 
for the Prevention of 
Accidents (RoSPA), the 
Institute of Advanced 
Motorists (IAM) and 
BikeSafe. 

The aim of the event on 
Saturday, August 1 is to 
promote safer driving with 
simulators, quizzes and a 
media screen showing 
films on road safety. 

Between January 2008 


and May 2009, 49 young 
drivers aged between 16 
and 24 years old were 
killed or seriously injured 
on Suffolk’s roads, along 
with 19 passengers in this 
age group. 

Sgt Clare Mowson said: 
“This event is aimed at 
increasing young people’s 
awareness of safe driving 
practices by using fun and 
informative displays 
alongside advice from 
professionals. 

“I am hopeful that this 
event will help to reduce 
casualties within this 
higher risk driving group.” 

The event runs from 
10am to 4pm at the Arc 
shopping centre in Bury St 


Edmunds. 

Sgt Mowson said: 
“Reducing casualties is a 
priority for Suffolk police 
and our RoadSafe part¬ 
ners.

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Axe to fall on trees damaging old wall 


TREES in the grounds of a 
council hostel for 
homeless families are due 
to be felled because they 
are damaging a wall. 

Contractors are

The trees, three large 
limes, a large sycamore 
and several small

The trees are in the

trainers over the felling of 
trees. 

The future of Rockfield 
House is uncertain as the 
council is intending to 
replace it as a hostel for 
homeless families. 

A development is under 
way on the site of former 
council offices in Park 
Lane, Newmarket, to 
provide accommodation 
for homeless people. 


Lower plan 
for Majestic

A NATIONAL wine 
retailer has changed 
plans for a new shop 
after previous 
proposals ran into 
opposition. 

Majestic Wine has 
reduced the size of the 
building it is proposing at 
the junction of Old 
Station Road and Bury 
Road in Newmarket. 

Previous plans for a 
much taller building were 
rejected by councillors 
after concern that it 
would overshadow the 
town’s historic Clocktower 
nearby. 

The Save Historic 
Newmarket action group 
also opposed the scheme 
on similar grounds. 

Now the company has 
submitted modified plans 
for a lower, more 
traditional building 
although the overall size is 
only slightly less than the 
original scheme. 

The latest plans show a 
shop of 389 sq metres 
while the original plans 
were for a 412 sq metre 
building. 

Rachel Hood, of the 
Save Historic Newmarket 
group, said: “We have

seen the plans for what 
they are now proposing 
and we feel this is much 
more acceptable. We will 
not be objecting to the 
latest plans.” 

The scheme will 
redevelop the derelict 
former ATS tyres site at 
the junction. It will also 
involve the demolition of 
adjoining Heath Cottage. 

Ms Hood said the group 
did not oppose the 
demolition of the cottage 
now the plans for the 
shop had been modified. 

She said that Tom 
Holland, Majestic’s 


property acquisitions 
manager, had told her in 
emails that the design of 
the previous building had 
been suggested by council 
planners. 

But he indicated that 
the company would be 
happy with a single-storey 
building. 

Mr Holland said he did 
not want to comment in 
detail on the controversy 
over the building. 

But he said the 
company was very keen to 
open an outlet in the town 
which had been “a target 
location for some time.” 


Service to ‘safeguard children’ 


THE region’s ambulance 
service has declared it is 
not complying with 
measures to protect 
children. 

The Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) is 
urging NHS trusts to 
respond to the death of 
Baby P by delivering 
major improvements to 
safeguard children. 

Today the CQC 
publishes a review of 
child safeguarding in the 
NHS. Based on a detailed 
survey of 392 NHS trusts, 


the findings indicate that 
a majority of organ¬ 
isations had the right 
people and systems to 
help protect children. 

But 28 trusts declared 
themselves non-com- 
pliant, including the East 
of England Ambulance 
Service (EEAS). 

A spokeswoman for 
the EEAS said it had 
declared itself non- 
compliant “because it 
was still finalising plans 
to ensure that strong 
child protection pro¬ 


cesses existed across the 
whole trust”, but is 
confident it will be 
compliant in 2009/10. 

She added: “Actions 
taken so far include an 
extra person to ensure 
better partnership with 
relevant organisations, a 
review of the child 
protection policy and of 
the trust’s structure to 
ensure clear lines of 
accountability and 
responsibility for the 
safeguarding children 
processes.” 


Chief hits at 
‘busy’ driver 

A MOTHER who claim¬ 
ed she was too busy 
watching her children 
eat in the car to check 
her speed has angered 
Cambridgeshire’s chief 
constable. 

Julie Spence hit out at 
the driver’s “incredible” 
behaviour in her latest 
podcast and said while 
a recent crackdown on 
drink driving had 
caught fewer people, 
perhaps police 
campaigns needed to 
be tougher. 

Mrs Spence said: 
“Perhaps our cam¬ 
paigns need to be 
tougher, perhaps our 
public education pro¬ 
grammes about the 
dangers of drinking and 
driving need to be more 
explicit. 

“Clearly there are 
even some drivers who 
have no idea how fast 
they are going - like the 
woman stopped in a 
recent campaign who 
used the excuse that 
she was concentrating 
on her children not 
spilling their food in the 
car. 

“Incredible-and al¬ 
most as astonishing as 
another driver who 
stopped to tell officers 
that they hadn’t caught 
her this time because 
she was obeying the 
limit.” 

She said police would 
be delighted if everyone 
stuck to the rules of the 
road. 

Mock fire in 
US exercise 

AN EXERCISE at the 
Mildenhall US Air Force 
base is involving mock 
explosions and gun fire. 
The exercise is testing 
the ability of personnel 
to survive and continue 
to operate while in a 
“deployed location” - 
such as Iraq or 
Afghanistan. 

Loud speaker warnings 
are also heard across 
the base as part of the 
exercise which has 
been running this week 
until tonight at 8pm. 

Col Eden Murrie, 
commander of the 
USAF’s 100th Air 
Refuelling Wing, said: 
“While the readiness 
exercise will ensure we 
are ready to support 
real world operations, 
we will also do all we 
can to minimise the 
impact on our local 
community.”

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New chapter in 
library’s history 


ASCENDING the winding 
spiral staircase, you’re met by a 
pair of imposing marble busts 
and the unmistakable smell of 
ageing books. 

From the moment you set foot in St 
John’s Old Library, tucked away in the 
heart of the college, it’s clear the place 
is steeped in history. 

“I always like opening the library to 
visitors.” says outreach worker Katie 
Birkwood, with a smile. “Whether 
they’ve come to see a specific book or 
just to look at the building, nobody 
fails to be impressed. It’s great to see 
the look on their faces.” 

Built in the 1600s, the library is 
home to some 30,000 old books, 
innumerable personal papers and 
even a collection of miscellany 
(including a tea set which belonged to 
the poet William Wordsworth). 

Normally closed to the public, the 
library will be opening this year - as 
part of Open Cambridge 2009. 
Launched last week, Open Cambridge 
is a weekend of free tours, talks and 
open events; aimed at the general 
public, it’s a rare opportunity to 
explore the libraries, art collections, 
architecture and gardens which 
usually lie hidden behind college

walls. 

“For me, the best thing about Open 
Cambridge is the 'open’ bit,” says 
Katie. “I think it’s brilliant to be able to 
open up some of these beautiful and 
interesting places - places that people 
don’t normally get to see. 

“The university libraries are, in 
particular, fascinating: whether they’re 
home to 30,000 books, like ours, or 
they’ve just got a small collection of 
particular interest, they are wonderful 
places to visit.” 

Katie is currently Hoyle Project 
Associate at St John’s Old Library, a 
post funded by a Heritage Lottery 
grant. As well as doing outreach work, 
she is in charge of cataloguing the 
personal papers of astrophysicist Fred 
Hoyle: a graduate of St John’s, he is 
perhaps best-known for coining the 
phrase “Big Bang”. 

“One of my favourite things in the 
library is actually one of Hoyle’s 
letters,” adds Katie. “We have his 


telescope here, a present to him when 
he was a boy. 

“He went to London with his 
mother to buy it and wrote a letter 
back to his father: in that letter he 
describes his first observations 
through the telescope - and draws a 
little picture of Saturn. The whole 
letter is just so full of boyish 
enthusiasm and excitement.” 

St John’s College was, Katie explains, 
founded in the early 1500s. The Old 
Library was, she continues, not built 
until the early 1600s: the college had 
an earlier library, abandoned after a 
particularly generous - and sizeable - 
donation of books. 

Funded by a rich bishop, whose 
arms still hang on the library wall, the 
replacement building took five years 
to complete; each and every set of 
bookshelves was hand carved from 
oak. 

As part of Open Cambridge, which 
takes place in September, Katie will be 



giving visitors a guided tour of the 
library. As well as telling them a bit 
about the history of the place, she will 
show them some of the library’s most 
famous books, including an Irish 
psalter which dates from around the 
year 1,000. 

That, adds Katie, is the oldest book 
in the collection: akin to the legendary 
Book of Kells, it contains more than 
100 psalms - and numerous 
illustrations of their supposed author, 
David (of David and Goliath fame). 

Leading the way to a display 
cabinet, Katie points out the biggest 
volume in the collection: avast tome, 
it’s a Spanish antiphonal from the 15th 
century. The smallest book, hidden 
under a velvet cloth, is a 19th century 
almanac barely an inch long. 

As well as a collection of highly 
coloured medieval manuscripts, there 
is an impressive selection of early 
printed matter, including 350 
incanabula, books printed in or before 
1500. The earliest printed work in the 
library is a book of Cicero, dating from 
1466. 

Pulling a large leather-bound 
volume from the shelf, Katie explains 
that, contrary to popular belief, you 
don’t need to wear white gloves to 
handle old books. “If you wear gloves

you’re actually more likely to damage 
them, because your sense of feeling 
isn’t so good,” she says. 

Opening the book - a medical text, 
circa 1550 - she reveals some 
gruesome illustrations, pen and ink 
drawings of a human dissection. “If 
people like a bit of blood and guts, 
we’ve got that too,” she laughs. 

■ Katie will be leading four tours of St 
John’s College Old Library as part of 
Open Cambridge 2009, which takes 
place from September 11 to 13. Places 
on the tours are free but must be 
booked in advance.

CONTROVERSIAL plans for 
a new town-centre hotel 
and restaurant complex 
have been allowed to go 
ahead. 

A planning inspector has over¬ 
ruled councillors who rejected 
the plans for a 75-bed Premier 
Inn at a busy road junction in 
Newmarket. 

The inspector, Janet Cheesley, 
has also awarded costs against 
the council which are expected to 
run to several thousand pounds. 

The plans, by London-based 
developers Reef Estates, have 
faced opposition from the town’s 
racehorse trainers who have 
expressed concern that extra 
traffic will disturb horses which 
need to cross busy Fordham Road 
on their way to and from the 
exercise gallops. 

Local hoteliers have also 
opposed the scheme and have 
argued that there are enough 
hotel rooms in the town.

District Council’s planning 
committee rejected Reef Estates’ 
plans to redevelop the Technical 
Institute site, at the junction of 
Fordham Road and Fred Archer 
Way, against the advice of their 
planning officials who had 
recommended that it was 
approved. 

Reef appealed against the 
council’s ruling and now the 
inspector has granted planning 
permission. 

One of the issues raised by 
objectors to the scheme was that 
the new hotel would not have its 
own car park and guests would 
have to use the nearby public car 
park at the town’s Guineas 
shopping centre. 

But the inspector said she did 
not find that this was an issue 
which could lead to the refusal of 
planning permission. 

In her report she said: “I accept 


that the surrounding road 
network is complex and can be 
congested ... I do not consider 
that the proposal would have a 
materially significant effect on 
the current parking and traffic 
situation and cannot envisage 
that the proposal would give rise 
to any additional street parking in 
the vicinity of the hotel.” 

She added: “I appreciate that 
horses regularly use the local 
road network and it is important 
that conflicts with vehicles do not 
arise. I have found that the 
proposal would not have an 
adverse effect on highway safety 
and thus I do not consider that 
the proposal poses an 
unacceptable risk to horses, 
riders and drivers.” 

In awarding undisclosed costs 
against the council she said 
councillors had behaved 
“unreasonably” by going against 
national planning policy. 

The amount of costs is to be 
assessed by the Supreme Court 
costs office. 


Driver had no licence 

A RACE industry worker stopped for 
driving with no lights had almost twice the 
legal limit of alcohol in his breath. 

Dominique Bertoni, 56, admitted 
driving with excess alcohol when he 
appeared at Bury St Edmunds magistrates 
court. The Italian worker at the Cheveley 
Park Stud, who lives at Moulton Road, 
Cheveley, also admitted driving without a 
licence. He was banned from driving for 14 
months, fined £300 and ordered to pay £75 
costs.

Judge gives offender 
one final chance

S LUMPED on 
the stairs, heart 
pounding and 
legs like jelly, Jeff 
Gerrard couldn't 
move. 

For a fit and healthy 
27-year-old, it was a 
terrifying experience - 
which marked the 
beginning of a 30-year 
battle with ME. 

“There have been 
times when I physically 
couldn’t get out of bed, 
times when just taking a 
shower felt like a dream,” 
explains Jeff, now 56. 

“Being totally honest, 
there have been times 
when I felt suicidal. I felt 
like this thing was 
destroying me and 
destroying my life ... I 
felt there was no way out. 
And that was too much to 
bear.” 

ME - myalgic 
encephalomyelitis - is 
also known as Chronic 
Fatigue Syndrome. A 
chronic and debilitating 
illness, it affects an 
estimated 250,000 people 
in the UK, 22,000 in the 
East of England alone. 

A neurological 
condition, it has many 
and varied symptoms, 
from joint pain and 
headaches to problems 
with sleeping and eating. 
The cause of ME is 
unknown. And there is no 
cure. 

Sitting in the office of 


A successful business with a new life ahead in the States, 
Jeff Gerrard suddenly became very ill. He tells ALICE 
RYAN how it took years for his condition to be diagnosed 
and how ME has had a devastating affect on his life 


his Huntingdon home, 
reclining in an easy chair, 
it’s clear that every day 
life is a real battle for Jeff. 

“Just doing this 
interview will really take 
it out of me,” he explains. 
“I’ll have to be really kind 
to myself for the rest of 
the day; I’ll probably go 
to bed. But I’ve learned - 
the hard way - to listen 
very carefully to my body. 
If I don’t, there will 
always be consequences. 

“What can I say? Life’s 
a bitch and then you die,” 
adds Jeff, with a laugh. 
“But there’s no point 
sitting here thinking my 
glass is half empty: it’s 
half full. There are so 
many people out there 
who are worse off than I 
am. 

“I had a mate with 
multiple sclerosis. He 
died - it killed him. I’m 
still alive. And, when I 
have a bad day, I can tell 
myself that things will get 
better, that I will get back 
some of my life. You can’t 
just give up.” 

Jeff chose to share his 
story because he wants to 
raise awareness and 


acceptance of ME. Until 
recently, the condition 
wasn’t recognised: it took 
Jeff more than 16 years to 
get a formal diagnosis. 

“Not having a 
diagnosis is a killer. It 
really is,” says Jeff. “You 
think it could be a brain 
tumour, it could be 
something fatal. Or you 
think the thing that will 
definitely screw with 
your head - that it could 
all be in your mind.” 

When Jeff first fell ill he 
was on a family holiday 
in Florida with his wife 
Valerie and young son 
James. A successful 
businessman, working in 
the electronics industry, 
he had just decided to 
emigrate to the United 
States to start a new job 
and a new life. 

“For two to three weeks 
before we left I had 
gastroenteritis,” explains 
Jeff. “But, being me, I 
worked on through it. I 
didn’t even slow down, 
really. I thought of myself 
as indestructible: my 
body was a machine that 
never let me down.” 

But then, a matter of 
days into the holiday, Jeff 


collapsed. Walking back 
to the hotel one night, 
after a meal in a 
restaurant, his heart 
began to race, he felt 
dizzy and faint and his 
legs went from under 
him. With Valerie’s help, 
he made it back to the 
hotel where he slumped 
on a staircase, unable to 
move for almost three 
hours. 

“It’s like being 
paralysed,” explains Jeff. 
“You have absolutely no 
physical energy. When I 
tried to move my heart 
started hammering and 
my breathing was 
laboured. Even to move a 
little bit involved so 
much effort, it was like 
climbing a mountain. 

“Nothing like that had 
ever happened to me 
before so it was a bit of a 
shock.” 

A doctor was called 
and he suspected heat 
stroke. When he woke the 
next day, Jeff says he felt 
tired, but assumed he 
was better - and so 
carried on as normal. By 
that afternoon, he had 
collapsed again. 

“That’s when it dawned

on me that it wasn’t over,” 
adds Jeff. “In fact, that 
was only the beginning.” 

The family moved to 
Los Angeles as planned. 
Jeff found the job of his 
dreams. It should, he 
says, have been a 
wonderful and exciting 
time. 

But, as the months 
went by, Jeff’s health 
failed to improve: he was 
rushed into A and E 
numerous times, in the 
wake of yet another 
collapse. 

Forced to quit work, 
the young dad was 
desperate to find out 
what was wrong. After 
endless tests, which left 
him “feeling like a pin 
cushion”, doctors still 
drew a blank. 

And no treatment 
seemed to help: over the 
last 29 years, Jeff has tried 
everything from light 
therapy and faith healing 
to aura cleansing and 
aromatherapy. 

In the end, he and 
Valerie decided to leave 
America for her native 
Canada, where she 
became the breadwinner. 
Jeff took a part-time job 
to help make ends meet 
but, at times, even that 
was a struggle. 

“My wife is one in a 
million,” adds Jeff. “She 
was working, looking 
after our son and looking 
after me. Without her, I 
don’t think I would have 
survived.” 

Little by little, thanks to 
plenty of rest, Jeff’s 
condition began to 
improve. Always 
ambitious, he threw his 
renewed energy into his 
career: after winning a 
job with a recording 
studio, he again set up 
his own business. 

Then, in the late 1980s, 
he, Valerie and James 
returned to England 
where Jeff’s health 
continued to be “a real 
rollercoaster”. In 1996, he 
was finally diagnosed 
with ME. 

“I did lots of research 
on the internet, came 


across ME and thought: 
‘That sounds like me’,” he 
explains. Consulting an 
expert, Jeff was told he 
did, indeed, have the 
condition. 

The news was, he 
remembers, a mixed 
blessing. “The good news 
was that I knew what I 
had, I knew what was 
wrong. The bad news was 
that there is no cure.” 

Since then, Jeff has 
suffered a series of 
relapses. One, in 2003, 
left him barely able to 
feed himself. 

His symptoms include 
chronic exhaustion, 
panic attacks, extreme 
sensitivity to light, 
blinding headaches, 
vertigo, sweats and 
shakes, memory loss, 
high blood pressure, a 
racing heart... the list 
goes on. 

Jeff can’t work. His 
social life is, he adds, very 
limited. And he has 
separated from Valerie 
(though she lives nearby 
and continues to care for 
him). 

Determined to live as 
full a life as possible, Jeff 
has to abide by a strict set 
of rules. He has to eat 
regularly, but avoid 
certain foods and drinks 
(caffeine and alcohol, for 


example, are both out). 

He has to rest as much 
as possible and never 
push himself: he even 
limits the time he spends 
with his two young 
grandchildren to a few 
minutes at any one time. 

“Underneath it all I’m 
still a very, very bad 
person,” says Jeff, with a 
wry smile. “I still have 
ambition. I still have a 
drive to achieve success 
in life, through having my 
own business and being a 
useful and valued family 
member. That’s really, 
really bad for a person 
with ME. 

“Unless they find a 
miracle cure, it’s very, 
very unlikely I will 
achieve those things. 
What you need to do is 
let go of your old life, let 
go of your old 
expectations. And that’s 
hard.” 

Despite all he’s been 
through, Jeff refuses to 
give up. “I enjoy music, 
watching films and, when 
I’m up to it, a visit from 
the family,” he says. “And 
my wife keeps me going. 
She is the one miracle in 
my life that makes it all 
worthwhile. 

“You have to count 
your blessings, don’t 
you?” 


ME -the facts... 

■ ME - Myalgic 
Encephalomyelitis - is a 
chronic, disabling illness 
which affects more than 
250,000 people nationwide. 

■ Affecting many of the 
body’s symptoms, including 
nervous and immune 
responses, ME can strike 
anyone at any age. The exact 
cause is unknown, though 
viral infections (such as 
glandular fever) can be a 
trigger. There is no simple 
diagnostic test and no known 
cure. 

■ Symptoms include extreme 
fatigue, muscle and joint pain, 
headaches, concentration and 
memory problems, 
sleeplessness, dizziness, poor 
temperature control, and 


increased sensitivity to light 
and sound. 

■ An estimated 60,000 
sufferers in the UK are so 
severely affected they are 
either bed or housebound. 
Some even have to be tube 
fed. 

■ According to 2006 
research, carried out at 
Sheffield Hallam University, 
the estimated cost of ME to 
the nation is £6.4 billion a 
year. 

■ The charity Action for ME, 
which Jeff supports, is 
campaigning to raise 
awareness of the condition 
and support and 
understanding for sufferers.

One thousand young people 
in west Suffolk have now been 
recruited for the Fit4Future 
pilot scheme, run by the 
county council. 

Sixteen private and council- 
owned fitness clubs promoted 
the project during the 
recruitment phase of the 
project. 

It aims to address the 
decline in physical activity 
among youngsters by 
subsidising the cost of taking 
part in sport. 

The council has funded 
1,000 subsidised gym 
memberships for as little as £5 
a month for those involved in 
the scheme, who are aged 16 
to 22, and all have been 
snapped up. 

Cllr Rosemary Clarke, the 
council’s sport, culture, 
diversity, health and wellbeing 
chief, hoped the initiative 
would have a lasting impact 
on the health of young people 
- and make a contribution to 
making Suffolk the healthiest 
county in the UK by 2028. 

She said: “The response to 
the recruitment campaign has 
been fantastic. It has 
demonstrated a real desire by

young people across the west 
of the county to engage in 
physical activity.” 

David Stalker, operations 
director of the Fitness 
Industry Association, which 
runs the scheme in con¬ 
junction with the council, 
said: “Reaching the 1,000 new 
participant mark is a great 
testimony to the team in 
Suffolk and to the decision to 
pilot the idea of subsidised 
gym membership. 

“What this initiative has 
proved is that intervention 
works. Young people have the 
desire and the will to change 
their behaviour and perhaps 
even their lifestyle if the 
catalyst and incentive is right.” 

Morgana Berry, a 19-year- 
old Fit4Future recruit from 
Barrow, manages to find time 
from her degree course and a 
weekend bar job to visit the 
gym at least three times a 
week. 

She said: “It’s been fantastic 
for me. As many young people 
do, I put on some weight 
during my first year at 
university and I wanted to do 
something about that and this 
scheme was perfect.” 

Earlier this month, a report 
revealed that one in 11 Suffolk 
children were obese, while 
one in 10 were not classed as 
physically active.

WHY do well-dressed 
people stand out from the 
crowd? It’s not just the 
clothes they wear, but the 
way they incorporate little 
finishing touches like a 
scarf, belt or jewellery 
which make them eye¬ 
catching. 

The same applies to rooms - 
and the most successful are “well 
dressed” with decorative details, 
be they mirrors and art work, 
cushions or books. 

Caroline Clifton-Mogg, inter¬ 
iors specialist and author, is a 
definite believer. “We have all 
been to houses where ‘stuff’ is 
everywhere, lying around almost 
at random and looking definitely 
unloved,” she says. 

“But in another house, the 
same things are arranged in such 
a way that lifts the spirits and 
makes you want to go home and 
rearrange all your possessions.” 

All too often, she says, the 
power of those details is under¬ 
estimated. 

“That’s such a waste as they 
make a space a home and give it 
a personality. When someone 
new comes to our home, the first 
things they notice aren’t the 
semi-permanent pieces - the 
fitted kitchen or the trendy wet

hung, the decorative objects, 
flowers on a table or the way 
books are arranged on the 
shelves. These give any visitor an 
instant impression of who you 
are, your taste and likes and 
dislikes.” 

So if your possessions are 
randomly displayed and the look 
is cluttered rather than classic, 
Caroline’s new book, All In The 
Detail, could be a boon. It’s 
packed with 400 imaginative 
finishing touches and practical 
advice on how to achieve them. 

Here are some of Caroline’s 
decorative tips: 


■ Stand back and try to see your 
possessions as a visitor would. It 
will help you re-evaluate them 
with a fresh eye. Take some 
photos of your rooms, as it will 
make it clear which objects are 
working for you, and which 
aren’t. 

■ Recognise that, sometimes 
without realising it, we’re all 
collectors. That may be on a 
simple scale with a few pieces of 
decorative china or old photo¬ 
graphs, or more planned with 
objects carefully gathered over 
the years. Consider whether 
items can be grouped together to 
appealing effect, and look for 
themes to unify them. 

■ “Less is more” is a good 
guideline. Rotating displays oc¬ 
casionally and moving familiar 
objects into different rooms will 
instantly refresh them and the 
space. 

■ Don’t overlook perfect display 
spaces like mantels or occasional 
tables which can be dressed with 
a “tablescape” of collected ob¬ 
jects that have some link, 
whether in colour or the material 
in which they’re made. 

■ See cushions as decorative 
jewels which can instantly 
brighten a space and sometimes 
completely alter the look of a 
room. Nothing looks duller than 
identical cushions, so experiment 
by, for instance, grouping 
cushions in the same colour but 
in different textures, or have one 
striking cushion starring beside 
its plainer neighbours.

A FORMER Army corporal 
has been ordered to carry 
out unpaid work after 
attacking a man at a fancy 
dress party. 

William Clinton, 40, of 
Railway Close, Burwell, 
was sentenced at 
Cambridge Crown Court 
after admitting a charge of 
affray 

Clinton, a former 
corporal in the Royal 
Highland Fusiliers, was 
involved in an incident at 
the Fox pub in Burwell on 
New Year’s Eve, the court 
heard. 

He knocked Paul Wyatt, 
who was dressed as a 
character from the film 
Top Gun, to the floor. 

Mr Wyatt, who then felt

broken nose - although it 
was not clear who 
inflicted this injury. 


Mr Wyatt had to 
undergo surgery to his 
nose after the unprovoked 
attack, the court heard. 

Samuel Magee, 

mitigating, said Clinton 
had set out to be a 
“peacemaker” in the 
incident and showed 
remorse over his actions. 

He added: “This 
otherwise law-abiding 40- 
year-old lost his cool and 
acted in a very surprising 
way, totally out of 
character.” 

Judge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth said: “It was, for a 
man of your age and 
character, an infantile 
incident to be involved 
in.” 

Clinton was given 200 
hours of unpaid work to 
do. 

He must pay costs of 
£300, along with £750 
compensation to Mr 
Wyatt.

GIVEN that many people can’t 
mention TV talent shows 
without sneering, you’d think 
Pop Idol winner Will Young 
might try to sweep his origins 
under the carpet. But no. 

Not only is the singer-songwriter 
“extremely proud, and always will 
be” of his very public breakthrough, 
but Young admits he’s a massive fan 
of reality shows. 

“I’m obsessed with them all. I love 
them!” he grins. “And I weep at all of 
them too -1 completely buy into the 
whole thing. I’m terrible - I’m the 
person who buys the wine that’s at 
the end of the aisle, even though it’s 
more expensive, because I think it’s 
on offer. I’m a complete sucker.” 

Sucker or not, Young has enjoyed 
a seriously successful career since 
pipping Gareth Gates to the Pop Idol 
post back in 2002. Thanks to his 
ability to please discerning audiences 
without alienating the screaming 
teens, the Berkshire boy has become 
one of the UK’s best-loved solo 
artists, with 11 topi 0 hits including 
Leave Right Now, Light My Fire and 
All Time Love under his belt. He’s 
also achieved sales of a whopping 
eight million, 10 Brit Award 
nominations (two of which he’s won) 
and a string of other accolades, from 
Ivor Novello awards to the slightly 
less high-brow Rear of the Year gong 
in 2005. But hopefully it’ll be Young’s 
front that the audience will be 
concentrating on when he performs 
at Audley End on Saturday. 

“It’ll be great fun. I haven’t done a 
house for a long time - I’ve been 
doing more festivals. But life’s all 
about variety, so it’ll be great to go 
from Glastonbury one minute to a

nice smart house the next,” he says. 

Judging by the comments section 
on his website, fans will be coming 
from all corners of Britain for the 
concert (even one from Scotland, 
who says he’s very much looking 
forward to seeing Young at “Audbury 
House”). So does he often see the 
same faces in the crowd? 

“Oh God yes, some people have 
been coming for years,” he says, but 
insists it doesn’t unsettle him: “No, 


it’s actually quite nice. I was probably 
freaked out to begin with, but now 
I’m like ‘Oh, hello! How are you?’ It’s 
brilliant because they’re so 
enthusiastic, and there’s nothing 
wrong with a bit of enthusiasm. 
Nothing at all.” 

Enthusiasm is something Young 
has by the bucket-load, which makes 
it all the more surprising that he didn’t 
always have stardom in his sights. In 
fact, on leaving school he went to 


Exeter University to study politics, but 
quickly decided that a career as a 
politician wasn’t for him. 

“No, because I’m really stupid! 
People think I’m really clever because 
I’m quite well-spoken and I did 
politics, but actually I’m not,” he 
laughs. Instead, he plumped for 
performing arts college in London in 
2001, and the rest, as they say, is 
history. 

So what can we expect from Mr 
Young at Audley End? 

“We’re going to be doing an 
upbeat set, and I’m really, really 
pleased with it. Last summer my set 
was quite mellow, almost ‘bluesy, 
souly pop’, whereas this one is a bit 
more funky - ‘funky bluesy pop’, I 
suppose.” 

Will turned 30 in January and, he 
says, he’s absolutely loving it: 
“Basically if there’s any excuse to 
have a party, I just go ‘No this is my 
13th’. People say ‘but you’ve had 10 
13ths’, and I say ‘Well I’ll have 
another one’. Why not? It’s brilliant. 

“I don’t really like looking older, but 
I love getting older. I’m getting more 
and more confident and content, and 
I think that comes across in my 
performances.” 

And although he’s currently back 
in the studio working on album 
number five, Young admits that he’s 
happier on stage than anywhere else. 

“You just get brilliant audiences 
and a great reaction to things, and 
that’s something you don’t get when 
you’re in the studio. 

“That excitement, the vibe off 
people, is infectious,” he sighs. “I 
just love what I do so much.”

Take action to kill 
off slugs and snails 


THIS recent weird weather 
- with intense heat followed 
by torrential downpours - 
has brought out slugs and 
snails in their droves. 

The pests have been attacking 
annuals, lettuces and other crops 
before many of us have had time 
to enjoy them. 

Of course, the damage inflicted 
by slugs and snails is usually at its 
worst in late spring when young 
plants are vulnerable, but even at 
this time of year they can munch 
through leaves and decimate 
established plants. 

So, take action before it’s too 
late. 

Here are 14 tips to help control 
slugs and snails, particularly after 
heavy downpours. 

■ Place rings of sharp grit around 
your plants, which will damage 
their underbellies and deter them. 
Some people use shallow frames 
of chicken wire with the sharp end 
just sticking out of the ground, 
which does the same job. 

■ Use broken eggshells for the 
same technique, but mix them 
with dry bran, which absorbs the 
moisture slugs and snails need for 
mobility. 

■ Make traps from plastic 
containers, sinking them into the 
soil near susceptible plants with 
the rim 2.5cm above the surface, 
and fill them with beer. Empty and 
refill regularly. 

■ Go on a slug patrol at night with 
a torch, a bucket of salted water 
and gloves, and pick off all those 
you see. Check plants while the 
pests are feeding and drop them in 
the salty water. Once they are 
dead, drain the water and empty

them onto the compost heap. 

■ Keep your garden free of hiding 
places. So clear away piles of 
leaves or other rotting vegetation. 

■ Try to encourage natural pred¬ 
ators to keep the slug and snail 
population down. Frogs and toad 
feed on slugs, while some birds 
such as thrushes gorge on snails. 

■ Hoe regularly from the start of 
the growing season. Slug and snail 
eggs are small and white, usually 
appearing in clusters. If worked to 
the surface they will die in the sun 
or be eaten by predators. 

■ Place plants you are willing to 
lose alongside crops you really 
want to save, as slugs and snails 
will usually go for the easy target. 

■ Place copper tapes around pots, 
which send out a tiny electric 
charge to deter slugs and snails 
climbing up the outside of them. 

■ If you must use slug pellets, 
protect innocent wildlife by 
placing the poison under covers 
raised a fraction at one side to 
allow the pests access. 

■ Use a biological control to 
control numbers, which is 
especially effective for killing small 
slugs that live under the soil. The 
name of the microscopic 
nematodes is Phasmarhabditis 


hermaphrodita, which are watered 
onto the ground. 

■ Use slow-release fertilisers, as 
these do not produce soft growth 

— which is more attractive to 
slugs. 

■ Keep digging over the soil in 
winter and spring. Any cultivation 
of the soil will help to disturb slugs. 

■ Plant species that they don’t like, 
such as hardy cranesbill 
geraniums, hydrangea, potentilla 
andlavatera. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 

- Hollyhock (Alcea or Althaea) 

These wonderful cottage garden 
favourites grow to around 1.8 
metres and produce tall spires of 
flowers in a variety of colours from 
July to September. In the 19th 
century, die hollyhock was almost 
wiped out by rust disease - today 
there are only a few varieties 
available, and it’s best to go for 
single colours. Good types include 
A rosea ‘Nigra’, which is a deep 
burgundy and single, while 
‘Chater’s Double Group’ is one of 
the tallest, at 1.8m to 3m, with 
peony-type flowers in pink, 
apricot, red, crimson, salmon, pale 
yellow and white. For the best 
results, plant them in a sheltered 
position in sun or partial shade in a 
moisture retentive soil. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Aubergine (Solanum melongena) 

Aubergines are an ideal addition 
to Middle Eastern dishes, in bakes 
or stuffed with cheese, and to 
make dips such as Baba Ganoush. 
They like a warm climate and high 
humidity, so are ideally grown in a 
greenhouse or on a sheltered, 
sunny patio in containers. Yellow, 
black, white, red and purple- 
fruited cultivars are available but 
for the kitchen stick to FI hybrid 
black-fruited types. 

Sow seed indoors at temper¬ 
atures of 21-30C and prick out into 
pots when the seedlings are 
around 5cm tall. Once they have 
reached the four-leaf stage (which 
will be earlier in a greenhouse), 
they can be put in their final 
position. If you decide to plant the 
aubergines outdoors, cover them 
with cloches or fleece to give them 
a good start and protect them from 
wind. However, planted outdoors 
they are unlikely to give as good a 
yield of fruit, and the fruits may be 
smaller. 

In lune, stake and tie in the 
plants as needed and remove the 
main tip/growing point when 
30cm high. Feed with a high 
potash fertiliser once the third fruit 
has set (first fruit outside). 

Ensure that indoor plants do not 
dry out as aubergines suffer from 
blossom end rot, although not as 
easily as tomatoes. Mist the foliage 
regularly with tepid water to 
discourage red spider mite and to 
help flower set. 

When five or six fruits have set, 
remove any other flowers as plants 
are unlikely to be able to support 
any more fruit. 

Cut each fruit from August 
onwards when they’ve grown 
about 15cm long and the skin 
surface is still shiny Good varieties 
include ‘Moneymaker’ and ‘Rima’.

A rose by any other name? 



“OH Romeo, Romeo, 
wherefore art thou 
Romeo?” - that was the 
cry of this wannabe 
alpha male on first 
setting eyes on the 
Italian motor giant’s 
latest offering, writes 
Raymond Brown. 

The excitement of having 
an Alfa Romeo for a week 
had been building for some 
time, but when the car 
arrived outside the Weekly 
News’ Milton HQ the sleek 



sports car I’d imagined failed 
to materialise. 

Instead, I was confronted 
by a small black coupe called 
the Alfa MiTo - a far-from- 
sweet handle which sounds 
like the name of the hippo in 
Madagascar, Moto Moto. And, 
to my utter disappointment, it 
merged easily among the 
Fiestas and Hondas in the 
company car park. This was 
no pulling machine - but a 
one-way ticket to Palookaville. 

But hey, my wife has our 
car - a Renault Megane, 
bristling with child seats and 
baby wipes - three days a 
week and I cycle, so it made 
a welcome change from my 
usual mode of transport - 
and it was all mine for a 
whole week... 

The first chance I had to 
drive it was while on an 
investigation into a man who 
had posed as a fake war hero 
for years and I was out to 
expose his lies. But in truth I 
felt a bit of a phoney myself 


in the MiTo. And I couldn’t 
quite understand why slip¬ 
ping from first to second 
gear was such hard work. 
Maybe I’d get used to it. And 
putting the old foot down 
was like wading through 
Marmite, which is what 
driving this car is like - 
eventually you either love it 
or hate it. 

After a couple of days I 
began to warm to it. I thought 
that maybe it was the car for 
the man who doesn’t want to 


be flash but still has an Alfa 
Romeo - a man with a bit of 
mystery about him. Although 
that’s not me, it could be - 
couldn’t it? 

It does have a cool Italian- 
ness about it but I ain’t much 
into the Euro Benetton look 
and don’t wear tight trousers 
or carry a man bag. 

And it’s not even econ¬ 
omical: the display said 
29mpg -1 got more out of my 
old 1992 BMW 5 Series, and 
that had automatic windows, 


which I consider to be an 
essential. 

I did like the space-age 
dashboard but not the way it 
reflected on the windscreen, 
making you feel as if you 
were driving on a bubble- 
wrap road. 

Compared with the equi¬ 
valent German technology, 
the MiTo failed to wow me 
and personally I wouldn’t 
surrender to this Italian job.

Ryan’s key choice 

RYAN Moore looks increasingly likely to side 
with Conduit instead of stablemate Tartan 
Bearer in Saturday’s King George VI And 
Queen Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot. 

Both horses are owned by Ballymacoll Stud 
and while no decision will be made until later 
in the week, racing manager Peter Reynolds 
expects the champion jockey to be aboard last 
year’s St Leger and Breeders’ Cup Turf winner 
Conduit, with Mick Kinane riding Tartan Bearer. 
Both horses are both stepping up to a mile and 
a half for the first time this year and trainer Sir 
Michael Stoute is happy with both. 

■ Godolphin’s Ladbrokes St Leger hope Kite 
Wood showed his well-being in a six-furlong 
workout on the Newmarket gallops on Tuesday. 

■ Gerard Butler will weigh up the likely 
opposition before deciding whether to pitch 
Dansant in at the deep end for the King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot on Saturday. 
The Newmarket trainer said: “We’re really going 
to look to see what the other guys do closer to the 
time. It’s quite an expensive entry, but if 72 hours 
before the race a couple of the key protagonists 
dropped out, it could come into consideration. 

“If that went well, it could set him up for the Irish 
Leger and then the Breeders’ Cup Marathon.” 

■ James Eustace is eyeing the Prix de I’Abbaye 
at Longchamp in October as an end-of-season 
target for War Artist after the sprinter’s 
encouraging comeback run at Newbury. 

The six-year-old, off the track since finishing third 
in the July Cup last year, ran well for a long way 
when fourth to High Standing in Saturday’s 
six-furlong Shadwell Stakes. The Newmarket 
trainer said: “The Abbaye is a bit later on and 
gives us time to get him teed up.” 

■ Kingsgate Native is not certain to be ready to 
run at Glorious Goodwood, despite recovering 
from a setback following his comeback start at 
Royal Ascot. The dual Group One sprint winner 
twisted a hind joint after finishing down the field 
when bidding to win the Golden Jubilee Stakes for 
the second successive year. 

■ Exning trainer Dennis Batteate had his first 
winner for 12 years as he rode his own horse 
Balladore to a 25-1 victory at the 2009 
International Arabian race day at Newbury. 


Elsworth eyes twin 
targets for Barshiba 


BARSHIBA has two targets on 
the horizon after dominating 
the Listed Plantation Stakes 
at Newmarket on Saturday. 

Barshiba, the 9-2 chance, is 
blind in one eye which 
accounts for her peculiar 
head carriage, but any of her 
other quirks have been 
ironed out now she has 
reached five and the chesnut 
was thoroughly in control 
from start to finish. 

“She had a lot of 
experience when she was 
younger and just seems to 
have got better - she’s at the 
peak of her powers at the 
moment,” said trainer David 
Elsworth. “It’s 14 days until 
the Nassau Stakes now while 
also under consideration is 
the Yorkshire Oaks.” 

Jockey Jamie Spencer, also 
on board 7-4 winner Mr 
David in the Lettergold 
Maiden Stakes, then wrapped 
up a hat-trick aboard Biniou 
(4-1) in the TurfTV Handicap. 

The going halved the 
Adnams Handicap to four 
from eight runners and Bravo 
Echo, joint 6-1 outsider, 
prevailed in a tight finish for 
Robert Havlin. 

“He’s quite adaptable and 
doesn’t mind a bit of juice in 
the ground,” said trainer John 
Gosden’s representative, 
Danny Harrap. 

Bounty Box showed a 
revelatory turn of foot in the

closing stages of the 
European Breeders’ Fund 
Fillies’ Handicap to keep 
another prize in the clutches 
of Newmarket trainers, this 
time Chris Wall. 

William Haggas’ Penitent 
(11-8 favourite), took the 
National Stud Maiden Stakes 
by just under three lengths. 

Haggas’ wife Maureen said: 
“He wasn’t quite ready last 
time and it’s possibly even 
dried out a bit too much now. 
He needs to go wherever 
there is soft ground.” 

Penitent’s jockey Shane 
Kelly then bagged a quick 
double, cajoling Jadalee (7-1) 
home in the Newmarket 
racecourses.co.uk Handicap. 
■ The July Course hosts 
another in the series of 
Newmarket Nights tomorrow, 
with Status Quo in concert 
after racing (5.40pm first 
race). The NSPCC family race 
day kicks off at 2pm on 
Saturday. 


KEITH Starr did the business with the 
ball to put Lakenheath top of Marshall 
Hatch Two Counties Championship 
Division Three with a six-wicket win 
at struggling St Margarets. 

Starr took a stunning 7 for 42 as the 
hosts were reduced to 79 for 8 before 
being dismissed for 153. 

Rob Horrex struck 57 and Shane 
Leech saw Lakenheath home with an 
unbeaten 55 as they came through with 
154 for 4. 

Captain Paul Pallant said: “They lost 
the toss and we let them use their wet 
wicket, and Keith Starr did a great job. 

“It’s still quite tight, but Worlington 
did us a favour by beating Dunmow, 
who were top but have dropped to 
third.” 

Worlington certainly produced the 
goods as they hammered the previous 
pace-setters by 10 wickets at home.

Rob’s one to watch 
now, insists Menu

ROB Huff received a ringing 
endorsement from one of the biggest 
names in touring car racing on 
Sunday. 

Alain Menu, the senior figure in the 
World Touring Car Championship, paid 
tribute to the Red Lodge-based driver, 
who chased him home for a Chevrolet 
1-2 in the first race and then finished a 
hard-earned sixth in the second race. 

The 45-year-old Swiss ace said: “I was 
impressed with him the first year we 
were together. For the last two years his 
pace has been very good, so I have to 
push really hard to keep in front of him. 

“He’s a guy to keep an eye on. There 
are a lot of guys like that in the 
championship, but he’s definitely one of 
the best British touring car drivers.” 

But Menu, who won at Brands for the 
fourth successive year, and Nicola Larini 
- the third member of the Chevrolet 
team - are well adrift of Huff in the 
championship and with SEAT and BMW 
already using team orders, the Swiss 
driver admitted it may soon be time for 
Chevrolet to favour Huff. 

“It’s something that has been talked 
about already,” said Menu. 

However, 29-year-old Huff was 
content to focus on his attempt to win 
on home territory against the superior 
pace of the BMWs. 

“It’s been a great weekend,” Huff said. 
“I would have loved to have won the first 
race but the fact I qualified in second 
made it very difficult. 

“I was very pleased to hold off Andy 
(Priaulx, BMW) because he was pushing 
me very hard, and it was great to have 
two Brits and a surrogate Brit in Alain on 
the podium. Alain’s lived here for 15 
years, I think we’ve adopted him! 

“But to get a one-two in the first race 
on home soil was very special. 

“Andy drove fantastically in race one 


and pressured me in all the right places, 
but there was no way I was going to 
make a mistake and let him by.” 

Having finished Saturday’s qualifying 
in second, Huff overtook pole man Menu 
on the first bend of the opening race. 

But his team-mate soon regained the 
lead and then pulled clear, leaving his 
Chevrolet team-mate to fight off Priaulx. 

Huff successfully held on until the end 


of the 16 laps, but when the roles were 
reversed for race two, with Priaulx 
guarding fifth, Huff could not get past 
and he said: “In the second race I was 
just pleased to pick up some points. 

“There was a bit of a melee in front 
with cars bashing each other. I just 
wanted to stay out of the way of it.” 

Augusto Farfus, who started on pole 
after finishing eighth in the race one, was 


at the head of a BMW one-two with jorg 
Muller. 

The mood in the Chevrolet garage 
remains upbeat, though. Huff had set 
himself a target of 10 points for the 
weekend but he left Brands Hatch with 
11, while championship leader Yvan 
Muller ended with just two. 

Huff remains fifth in the drivers’ 
standings, 28 adrift from Muller.

I can just 
concentrate on driving and 
telling the engineer what it is 
doing, rather than driving 
and trying to think about why 
the car is doing what it 
is doing.”
